| pond-——as is the case in such countries 
as France and Italy. England, how- 
ever, was the country which gave to 
the world a party system of govern- 
ment dependent in two large parties, 
these characterized on the one hand 
progressive individuals as opposed to 
the cautious or conservative type, In 
the 17th century these two parties 
were known as Whigs and Tories, 
Whigs reflecting the more adventur- 
ous spirit believed that the sovereign- 
ty should be vested in the parliamen(, 


while the Tories adhered to the old 
idea of the divine right of kings. Con- 
sequently the struggle in this period 
centred round that. point. In the 
year 1688 eame the culmination of 
this struggle for with the revolution 
purliament triumphed, The next 


question which arose was which party 


should wield the power. The perlod 
between 1689 and 1832 was one of 
political corruption in which both 


parties took part and the buying and 
selling of the vote of certain buroughs 


were the common practice It was 
at this time too that the rule of prime 
ministers was first innovaled in the 
person of William Pitt. Since the 
passing of the reform bill of 1882 
these two parties have been known 
as Liberals and Conservatives. The 
passing of this bill enfranchised the 

middie class of England and 


from that time til! the present demo 
cracy has been gradually raising ite 
voice above that of aristocracy. Mr 
Long's address was much appreciated 
by the members and their guests as 
was evident by the hearty applause 
which he received.

it go to the calendar, Senators Thomas, Democrat, and Bredy, Republi- 
can, members of the committee, reserved the right to submit minority

Primarily the bill provides that all men citizens or those who have 
declared their intent to become citizens shall undergo six months’ mili- 
tary or naval training in the year in which they reach the age of nineteen 
or in the year when they first become liable to such service up to the age 
of 26. All men receiving such training would be held in army or navy 
reserve until they reach the age of 28,

Why must Germany be not 
merely ‘‘worsted’’ in the present 
conflict, but beaten, decisively, 


absolutely, and to the extent of 
destroying its military power and 
of convineing its people that to 


create such power in future for 
purpose of aggression — spells 


doom? The answet is supplied 
by Dr, Walter Rathenau, head of 
the great German Electrie Asso- 
ciation, one of the industrial mag- 
nates of Germany. In a_ letter 
published in the Berlin Lokal An- 
zeiger, written during the recent 
drive for peace, Dr. Rathenau thus 
outlined the reasons why peace 
can never be made with Germany 
until its present ruling caste has 
been ousted and the mind of its 
people turned from the dream of 
world conquest to that of peaceful 
achievement : 


“We began the war a year too 
soon, When we have secured a 
German p we must begin at 


once a reorganization upon a broad- 
er and firmer basis than ever be- 
fore Establishments that produce 
raw inaterials essential to the army 
inust not only continue their work, 
but enter into it upon tines of  in- 
cveased energy, forming thus the 
kernel of economic Germany in pre- 
paring in the economic sense for the 
next war, 

“We must carefully calculate in 
advance, in view of lessons learned 
in this war, what our country lacks 
in raw material or essentials of raw 
material, and secure immense re- 
serves to remain unused until a day 
in the future, We must organize 
us genuine an industrial mobiliza- 
tion as we had a military mobiliza- 
tion, Every technician or  semi- 
technician, enrolled or not in the list 
of mobilized, must be empowered 
through official credentials to take 
charge and direction of a given es- 
tublishment upon the second day 
following a new declaration of war. 
Hivery establishment manufacturing 
for commercial purposes must be 
mobilized also and understand offi- 
cially that upon the third day afiur 
declaration of war its entire abilities 
are to be devoted to serving the 
army upon demand, 

“It must also be 
udvance just what 
sort of essentials 
ment can furnish the army in a 
wiven time Hach establishment 
should be required to furnish a de- 
tailed list of workmen who can be 
dispensed with, these alone to be 
mobilized in the military sense, 

“We must finally establish some 
definite commercial understanding

to their direct disadvantage com- 
mereially to trade or sell munitions 
during war to either ourselves or our

“We can afford to offer such con- 
ditions ourselves.

As revised by Berlin the rights 
of Americans to navigate the high 
seas are defined and guaranteed 
as follows: Provided only one ship 
per week sails from the United 
States to Europe; provided this 
ship follows a route laid down by 
Berlin and touches nowhere but at 
Kalmouth ; provided it carries no- 
thing but what Berlin wants it to 
carry ; provided it is painted like a 
barber’s sign; provided some Ger- 
man submarine commander does 
not mistake it for a hospital ship ; 
and provided Berlin does not 
change its wind and withdraw the 
privilege. 


The Russian Government has 
issued a warning to small neutrals 
within reach of Germany that 
they had better not follow the 
United States’ lead in breaking off 
relations with Berlin. Holland 
and Switzerland had already come 
to the same conclusion—arguing, 
no doubt, from the fate of Belgium 
and Roumania. Self-preservation 
ought to be recognized as the first 
law of those small nations which 
lie within striking distance of the 
Hun forces on land or sea, and no 
feeling aroused against them for 
refusing to invite destruction by 
raising a protest against the viola- 
tion of rights they have not’ the 
physical power to protect, 

The courts have decided that an 
express company bringing liquor 
into the province wust deliver it, 
not at the company’s office, but at 
the residerce of the person order- 
ing it. The effect of this would 
seem to be to limit the privilege of 
importing to people living within 
the areas in which express com 
panies deliver parecls—that is in 
towns and cities. That would eut 
down the import business some 
whut heavily, which would be 
commendable in itself But as 
there is neither justice nor neces 
sity for diseriminating between 
the farmer und the towusman it 
would be well to amwend the law 
so aS to put them on the suine 
footing; that is, to amend it so 
as to stop importation altogether.

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THE ROSS RIFLE 


Ottawa, Keb, 3—Premier Borden 
occupied a great part of yesterday's 
session in defense of the Govern. 
ment’s Ross rifle policy. The five 
hundred million dollar vote for war 


purposes was in committee of the 


whole, 

1. BB. Carvell raised the question as 
to why the Ross rifle was still being 
manufactured by the Ross Rifle com- 
pany, although it had been discarded 
for service at the front, Tnetuded in 
the statement as to the poses for 
which the war loan was asked was a 
sum of two million six hundred and 
sixty thousand doflars, for  cighty 
thousand Ross rifles and bayonets, Mr. 
Carvell dealt at some length with the 
question as to why the manufacture 


of the rifle was continued after the 
final report of Sir Douglas Haig 
against its use, and the yrandum 
from the British war offic of ith 
July last especially requesting that 
no more Ross rifles be Sent to Eng- 
land, 

The Premier's defense was, in ef- 
fect, that the Government bad used 


“due diligence’ towards providing an 
eflicient rifle for the Canadian troops, 
but circumstances had been too 
for the The result was that after 
an expenditure of six and a half mil- 
lion dollars in paying for Ross rifles 
made since the war broke out, the 
Canadian troops in France were en- 
tirely armed with M iMields, and, 
as stated by Mr. Carvell, the British 
war office had requested that no more 
Koss rifles be sent to England. 

Probabiy no 1 re ineffective result 
of executive action and vast expendi- 
ture in the crises of a great war has 
ever been recorded, The climax of 
inefficiency to the extent of absurdity 
is capped by 4 ision being made 
for the further 1 afacture and pay- 
ment for eighty thousand more rifles, 
which are refused admission either 
1 or to the front, 

The Premier read the original con- 
tract made by the Lib 1 gover 
with the Ross Ritle Company in 1902, 
and a great part of the papers laid on 
the table on the first business day of 
Parliament, Also from other corres- 
pondence regarding the Ross rifle 
which bad not been made public.
